THE 


ORIGIN OF THIS CHARITY. 


* Reverend EpwarDd EmMiLy, M. A. late Maſter 
of St. Nicholas Hoſpital, at Eaſt Harnham, in the County of 
Wilts, by his Will, dated 15th March, 1792, gave all his 
real and perſonal Property to Saur Biſhop of Durham. — 
The Biſhop had formerly, while Biſhop of Saliſbury, been 
conſulted by Mr. EmiLy (who had no near Relations) re- 
ſpecting the Plan of an additional Benefaction to the Poor 
of St. Nicholas; of which he profeſſed Doubts at the Time, 
and of which, on further Conſideration, he relinquiſhed the 
Idea. Upon Mr. EmiLy's Death, on June 20th, 1792, 
the Biſhop finding, what was perfectly unexpected, that the 
Whole of the Property was given abſolutely to him by Mr. 
EmiLy's Will, conceived that he could not make a more 
proper Application of it, than by carrying into Effect Mr. 
Em1Ly's former Intentions in Favour of the Hoſpital of St. 
Nicholas: He ſold, therefore, the Eſtate belonging to Mr, 
EmMi1Ly, at Woling, in the County of Surrey, for £6200. and 
with Part of that Sum purchaſed Z 8000. 3 per Cent. Reduced 
Annuities, which conſtitutes this Charitable Fund ; and has 
been transferred to the Truſtees named in the following 
Deed, upon the Truſts therein mentioned. The ſmall Re- 
ſidue of the Property, which has not been diſpoſed of among 
the Teſtator's Relatives, the Biſhop of Durham has in Part 
applied, and is applying the mo to charitable Purpoſes,
